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Regionalisation is the logical solution to the 
national league’s financial problems which 
will be aggravated when Philips Industries 
withdraw their sponsorship at the end of the 


season. 

The extra $20,000 cost imposed on each club 
may not appear overwhelming on face value, but in 
most cases it is an addition to an already existing 
financial deficit. 

Australian Soccer Federation Marketing Ltd. has told 
the 16 national league clubs that it is reasonably confident 
of getting a sponsor to replace Philips Industries. 

If so, there probably will be no change to the league 
structure. ; 

That would be unfortunate. 

Australian soccer is and always has been better suited 
to a regionalised national competition, with a gala play- 
off series as the climax. 

Each regional league — north and south — should com- 
prise 12 clubs. 

By adding clubs like Croatia Sydney, Essendon 
Croatia, St. George, Melita Eagles, Green Gully-Ajax, a 
Tasmanian team, Azzurri (SA) and perhaps another 
Queensland team, the league would gain significantly. 

Spectators in Melbourne and Sydney would be able to 
see their teams more often, crowds would increase and 
travelling costs would be cut. 

At the end of the season, the top four, or even the top 
six from each region, would play off for the Australian 
championship title. 

Regionalisation, summer soccer and other matters 
raised in the recent marketing report will be discussed by 
the national league’s Council of Clubs in Sydney on Sep- 
tember 5. 

Meanwhile, the clubs are presenting a united front in 
pledging they will carry any additional costs to ensure 
that national league soccer prevails. a 

They were however stunned by the news of Philips’ 
withdrawal from soccer. 

The decision was not completely unexpected. ASF vice- 
president Michael Weinstein pointed out in ‘‘Soccer Ac- 
tion” a few weeks ago that large corporations tradition- 
ally do not sponsor an individual sport over a long period 
because they must appeal to the community as a whole. 

a has given the league about $300,000 a year since 
1977. 
Although the league will have to carry on without Phil- 
ips, the company will continue to support the knock-out 
Philips Cup competition, whose finalists this year are 
West Adelaide Hellas and Brisbane Lions. 

Having lost the league subsidy, most clubs now are 
pushing for an end to relegation, at least for a few years. 

They want security for their investment, 

But the ASF, made up of State delegates, is unlikely to 
nS a party to making the league inaccessible to State 
clubs.

Most of the major market- 
ing recommendations an- 
nounced by PSL chairman 


Frank Lowy were canvassed . 


in columns I have contributed 
to “Soccer Action”’ previously 
and while they may sound rev- 
olutionary when presented in a 
package, most of them are 
pretty commonsense ' and 
Should have been adopted 
years ago 

They include names on 
shirts, all clubs working to- 
gether to market the League 
and other such tid-bits 

But what of summer soc- 
cer? Anyone who comes down 
vehemently on one side or the 
other of this argument is 
simply talking through his hat 

We quite simply don’t know 
whether it will be a good or a 
bad thing, all that most of us 
have are varying degrees of 
unease that for the amounts of 
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Summer soccer: experts have their 


money spent there should be 
something better available to 
soccer fans. 

What we do know is that fa- 
cilities for night-time soccer, 
apart from the odd exception, 
are miserable — and that is a 
serious handicap for the pro- 
posed concept. 

If itis to go ahead, a solution 
must be found. 

My other fear is that the 
proposals adopt much of the 


“fluffy” part of the American-.- 


isation of soccer, but still 
refuse to face fairly and 
squarely one undeniable fact: 

For all, or even most, of the 
PSL management's ambitions 
to materialise into reality 
within our lifetimes there 
must be star content — and I 
don’t mean building up our 
local kids into stars, although 
that is a necessary part of the 
picture as a whole 

But the PSL does need some 
players who can give it almost 
instant credibilit 

The Yanks had Pele do the 
job in one year, after decades 
of failure. 

Where will our Pele come 
from? And who will pay for 
him? 

The other factor which 
cannot legitimately be ignored 
is the makeup of the Austral- 
ian soccer population. 

Yes, I'm harking back to the 
old ‘‘ethnic’’ bit again. 

The ASF marketing com- 
pany’s presentation deals with 
this ‘‘problem”” swiftly briefly 
and right at the outset. 

Apart from the fact that its 
look at the problem is so 
superficial that one is forced 
to wonder how much time was 
spent on it in comparison with, 
say, the temperature charts, it 
is also either naive or dishon- 
est, 

The suggestion is that, put

simply, ehtnic identities must 
go, but the supporting social 
clubs should continue to foster 
that very same bogey. 

This poses the question 
whether all those club 
members are apathetic, or 
just plain stupid. 

Do they continue to support 
clubs which in effect tel! them 
“We need your money, but 
keep your accents off the ter- 
races”? 

In fact, were club member- 
ships consulted. about the pro- 
posals in the ASF Marketing 
report? 

Or in some (most?) in- 
stances. were the responses 
from officials who are in many 
cases unelected and respon- 
sible to nobody outside their 
little power clique? 

And, if so, what assurance 
do we have that they know the 
thinking of their members? Or 
even care? 

I was fascinated. to read the 
results of three different ‘‘opi- 
nion polls’’ which dealt with 
summer soccer — two in 
favor, one against and, inevita- 
bly I suppose, thoroughly rub- 
bished and discredited by the 
marketing folks. 

I was equally fascinated to 
note that all the results were 
expressed in percentage fig- 
ures; nowhere was there men- 
tion of the number of respond- 
ents to those samplings of 
opinion. 

A big step is about to be 
taken by Australian soccer — 
it may wel! be the right one — 
and those who take it had 
better think fast and hard, di- 
vorce themselves from dogma 
and built-in prejudices. 

This vital ingredient is still 
missing from the mixture — 
and that’s why I worry about 
the future of soccer, Aussie- 
style. 
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Full-time professionalism will be needed to 
implement the proposed summer revolution 
of soccer in the Philips league. 

There is no way the proposed new summer 
league would work without full-time profes- 
sionalism — providing of course it still is feasible 
in light of Philips’ withdrawal. 


The summer league and its appendages calls for numerous 
night fixtures, no summer holidays, international fixtures and 
indoor games out of season — in a word, total soccer in- 
volvement. 

No coach or player could expect a traditional career employer 
to accommodate such comprehensive soccer involvement. 

The presentation of the ASF marketing group's case to the” 
Philips League was very impressively packaged and presented 

I was not so impressed with much of the content of the argu- 
ment put forward in the inch and a half thick volume in which the 
marketing group’s case was put. 

There was far too much rhetoric and far too little factual state- 
ment to substantiate reasons for the proposed change to summer 
soccer. 

There was, however, statistical data on summer temperatures 
and temperatures in other hot, soccer playing countries, to sup- 
port arguments that we could play soccer in our summer. 

I am also sure we could play soccer in our summer. 

The more important question is — should we? 

This is a question our administrators are going to have to re- 
solve in the near future 

It is for this reason I propose to discuss the case put forward by 
ASF Marketing in some detail, following a long study of their 
aforementioned massive volume of printed matter. 

The volume starts off, rather unfortunately, by presenting a 
futuristic look at Australian soccer in the year 1990, only nine 
years from now, when my son Brendan 13, will be 22 and e igible 
to play for the Australia which the marketing people saw beating 
England and starting out as joint favourites, with the USA, to win 
the 1990 World Cup 








next. 

The introduction was a forerunner to other pieces of fanciful 
thought and rhetorical comment which had no place in such a 
document, along with contradictory argument and inaccurate in- 
formation 

For example: 

e Ina discussion on crowds at mass spectator sports — that 50 
per cent of spectators were under age 15. (From observation of 
television sport this obviously is not the case, especially at tennis 
and cricket which were the two sports mentioned). 

e Dismissal of the problem of rain in summer in Brisbane by 
stating that soccer players and spectators were used to getting 
wet in winter. Yet previously rain in winter had been stated as a 
reason to change seasons. 

e@ Medical advisor Dr Corrigan stating that pulse rates above 
135 beats per minute when training in summer heat leads to 
exhaustion, which in my experience is not the case. Heart beats of 
135 is very low for soccer training. 

e Dr Corrigan’s statement that there will be a loss of some 
efficiency and a slowing down in the games in the heat, yet else- 
where the statement is made that today’s most successful specta- 
tor sports are ‘‘fast and aggressive in style’. 

e@ The main thrust of the argument for the change to summer 
was to be able to package soccer as a new ball game — yet an 
admission that soccer previously has ‘‘never been packaged, pro- 
moted or positioned appealingly enough’’. 

e Continual reference to our soccer currently being played in 
“wet, rain and cold’’, when two-thirds of our playing season is 





The overall argument flowing from those points was that a 
NEW spectator, as distinct from the traditional, mainly migrant 
spectator currently supporting soccer, would not come in the 
bleakness of winter, to sit on a typical “‘hill’’ to watch soccer, nor 
bring his child or wife with him, especially at weekends. 

Escalating air costs and other costs were crippling clubs and 
the Philips league as it now is could not survive without increased 
supporters at games. 

And this is the nub of the argument — will Philips league soccer 
in summer draw in more spectators than in winter? 

One never would be able to know the answer to that one, with- 
out trying summer soccer, which is not necessarily 4 reason for 
changing. 

However, to play summer soccer would require full time pro- 
fessionalism and one has to ask — is that financially possible? 

The marketing people say that with more sponsorship from 


companies which traditionally promote their products in sum- ~ 


mer, such as soft drink, ice-cream and sportswear companies, 
the money would be forthcoming. 

They also cite more potential spectators among the young, who 
they say don’t come to our games now because dad is fed up 
taking him to his own junior soccer games on Saturday and does 
not want to spend all weekend taking his family to soccer. 

This is another fallcy. 

My wide experience of junior soccer indicates that from age 13 
few dads, or even mums, go to watch their children play. The 
screaming parent syndrome is played out in front of the very 
young soccer player. 

The marketing people cite increased air costs as a huge burden 
under the current Philips League set-up and full-time profes- 
sionalism as a gain if we go summer, yet comparative costs show 
otherwise. 

It has been stated air costs will go up by 25 per cent in the near 
future 
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Yet national wage bills will go up 200 per cent if the league goes 
fulltime professional. 

Currently the average seasonal wage of a national League part 
time professional is about $5000. Thus a 20 man squad costs $100,- 
000 per year 

To make full-time soccer financially worthwhile, each squad 
member would need to earn at least $300 a week. $15,000 a year. 
ae totals $300,000 yearly for 20 players. Quite an annual wage 

’ bi 
aincrcese sponsorship and spectators would have to pay for 
that 

If we increased our crowds by 100 per cent we would be aver- 
aging about 8000 people per game, which is a little less than 
Rugby League draws in Sydney. League has much bigger social 
clubs and attract bigger sponsorships than soccer has so far been 
able to draw. 

Rugby League clubs do pay their players around the $15,000 
mark, often more, 

; I always have thought that our soccer would grow and improve 
in a slow evolutionary way as it has done over the past 20 years, 


* even while our spectator support has dwindled, just like it has for 


all other sports all over the world 

The marketing people are proposing a grand intervention which 
suddenly will upgrade the soccer species. 

I do not believe such an intervention would be a disaster if it 
failed, just as I know that soccer will not fall apart if we do not” 
introduce summer soccer 
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For a long time |! 
did not have a good 
word for Australian 
Soccer Federation 
Marketing Ltd., 
mainly because it 
came out ‘will little 
other than waffle. 


I now must tip my hat to the 
marketing people over the 
weighty document it produced 
last week on the directions the 
game should take. 

Until now soccer has had no 
such guidelines. Meaningful 
documents have been rare 
indeed in our game — that’s 


* why we should be thankful for 


things like Laurie Schwab's 
book, “‘The Socceroos and 
their Opponents’, and An- 
drew Dettre’s “Soccer World” 
which has served as the only 
continuous chronicle of soccer 
over the past 25 years. 

Now we have the marketing 
report. We can take it or leave 
jt, criticise or praise it, but 
there is no denying that it 
offers new solutions. 

J have said repeatedly that 
the number of games over a 
season Should be increased to 
improve the players and there- 
fore lift the standard 

It does not make sense to 
pay our players for almost a 
full year, yet ask them to play 
only about 35 matches. I would 
like to see them playing a lot 
more 

The marketing company's 
recommendation for a 
summer season, supplemented 
bv a winter indoor soccer com- 
petition, would achieve this 
aim. 

At the moment, players lose 
fitness and gain too much 
weight during an off-season 
which is too long. Thus we 
have the hard, tedious, pre- 
season training programe to 
bring them back up to scratch. 

Obviously the length of pre- 
season training ‘would be 
shortened if the players had 
more games during the sea- 
son. ; 

The traditionalists of course 
are dead against summer 
soccer but so were the cricket 
traditionalists against Kerry 
Packer's night cricket Look 
how successful that turned out 
to be. 

Summer soccer would bring 
other benefits to soccer. The 
clubs know that if they want to 
use their own grounds formipht 
games, they will have“ to 
install floodlights, so those 

that have procrastinated over 
the cost finally will be moved 
to go ahead. Grandstands sim- 
ilarly would be upgraded if 
summer soccer achieves its 
aim of attracting bigger au- 
diences. 

I called summer soccer a 
crazy idea when it first came 
up last year, but that assess- 
‘ment was based on playing 
matches in mid-afternoon. If 
they are played in the evening 
or late afternoon, I’m all for it. 

Clubs that have been in 
existence for 20 or 30 years and 
still have to share with a crick- 
et club will scream of course, 
but it’s a little late to scream 
of course, but it’s a little late 
to scream after you've sat 
back on your behind for 20 or 
30 years, expecting the world 
to stand still. 

It's not too late for them, of 
course. Now is the time to 
move. 

Just look at what some pro- 
gressive clubs hav@ done, al- 
ready, since the starf“of the 











PSL — Hellas has a magnifi- 
cent social club, the Brisbane 
clubs have new grounds, Mar- 
coni has grown in all direct- 
ions, Blacktown is developing 
a fine complex. 

But like I said earlier, 
summer soccer can be meas- 
ured by only one yardstick — 
crowds. If attendances in- 
crease significantly, all the 
grumbling will stop.

I applaud the decision to use 
the youth team for Australia’s 
remaining World Cup games. 
Since the youth caravan Start- 
ed rolling in 1978, Australian 
soccer has benefited greatly 
by the emergence of players 
like Steve Blair, Alan David- 
son, David Mitchell and 
Robert Wheatley.

ARTHUR LOUSTAS 


(President, Heidelberg-Alexander); It was a shock, 
but we have to go on. We have to find the extra $20,000, 
it's as simple as that. If you have $300,000 to run a 
club, you should be able to find another $20,000. 

Phillips Industries will continue to carry the cost of 
air fares until the end of the season, and I feel con- 
fident that we'll find another sponsor, or a group of 
sponsors next year. 

I wouldn’t like to see regionalisation being in- 
troduced as yet, although ultimately it may have to 
come. 

However, the loss of Philips’ sponsorship will bring 
the question of promotion and relegation to a head. 
Most league clubs want to see an end to relegation, at 
least for a few years. 


NICK SAGIAKOS 


(Secretary, South Melbourne Hellas): We have 
stated before that our club will manage without 
league sponsorship. We'll probably cut down the size 
of our travelling party when we go interstate, and 
maybe we'll have to travel on the morning of the 
game instead of on the previous night. 

Our operating cost is up near the half-million dollar 
mark, so we'll have to look at ways of cutting down. 

Also, we can’t continue accepting the threat of re- 
legation. If we have to put in more money, we want 
some sort of security on our investment, even if it’s 
only the opportunity to play off against whichever 
club is in line for promotion. 


JOHN BRANOV 


(President, Preston Makedonia): Certainly this 
extra cost is a stone around our necks. No club can 
afford the extra $20,000. However, it should make us 
work harder at finding an alternative method of spon- 
sorship- 

I certainly believe that as a sponsorship propos- 
ition, the national league has a lot to offer major 
national companies. 

Regionalisation will be one of the topics discussed 
by the Council of Clubs on September 5, and perhaps 
this latest development may influence some clubs to 
back regionalisation. 


MICHAEL WEINSTEIN 


(Vice-president, Australian Soccer Federation and 
chairman, Victorian Soccer Federation): We are 
prateful for the assistance Philips Industries have 
given us over the years but of course we're dis- 
appointed at having lost their support. As for the four 
Victorian PSL clubs, it is up to them to resolve their 
problems. They are not being pressured by the VSF 
but should they decide to rejoin the State League, we 
would welcome them. 


NICK PAPALLO 


(President, APIA-Leichhardt):In the long run this 
may prove to be just what was needed. We're grateful 
to Philips Industries for their support, but it stopped 
us going to a lot of other companies that sell similar 
products. 

We're no worse off now than we were when the 
Philips League started, for at that time we had no 
sponsor and no-one knew how it would go.

But we have made it a successful competition with 
the potential to grow even stronger, so I believe we 
have a lot to offer. 

Regionalisation is of course one way to cut down 
costs, but we should do an in-depth study on that 
before we say yes or no. Superficially it looks good, 
but how much money would it really save? 

I don’t think the question of summer soccer is re- 
lated in any way to the loss of Philips’ sponsorship. 
APIA is neither for nor against summer soccer but we 
have to be practical. Few clubs have lighting suitable 
for TV coverage, and I don’t believe the clubs will 
vote in favor of summer soccer until solutions are 
found to the major problems. 

As it stands, any replacement sponsor we may find, 
can tell us what he prefers — soccer in the summer 
or soccer in the winter. 


JOHN CONSTANTINE 


(President, Sydney Me Oe I reminded all clubs 
when we were told of Philips’ withdrawal what it 
meant to go back to State League soccer — to play on 
cow paddocks in an amateur set-up, the way Olympic 
had to after we were relegated. 

I called a meeting of my club directors after we 
heard the news, and we reaffirmed that our objective 
is to play in the highest soccer competition in the 
country. If that happed to be a regionalised league, so 
be it. Some rationalisation of travelling expenses has 
been a must for some time. Now the league is forced 
to look at it more closely. 

We are willing to carry the burden of the extra $20.- 
000 for the time being, but I’m confident a new spon- 
sor will be found. After all, sponsors have changed 





before. We had Rothmans for a while, now we have 
Coca-Cola backing the State League. The marketing 
company has said it already has had a number of en- 
quiries from companies interested in sponsoring the 
national competition in some way. 

I have made no secret of the fact that Olympic 
opposes the concept of summer soccer, but unfortuna- 
tely the marketing company wants a clear answer on 
that proposal so it can clearly confine the commodity 
before it offers it to a new sponsor. 

We spent a lot of time and effort getting Pratten 
Park up to September, when cricket takes over. If 
summer soccer was introduced, we'd have to start 
looking for a new ground. Also, we've been getting 
crowds of about 6000 — which is second only to South 
Melbourne — and we have no guarantee we'll retain 
that amount at a different time of year. 


TONY LABBOZZETTA 


(President, Marconi-Datsun): We would have lost 
the sponsor eventually, These things don’t last for- 
ever. But the future remains bright for the national 
league and I’m pretty sure the marketing company 
has a deal cooking for new sponsorship. 

Rugby League lost Amco and got Tooths instead. 
There’s no reason why we can’t do likewise. 

Possibly it was a mistake calling the league by the 
name of the sponsor, but we have suceeded in up- 
grading the game considerably, and I believe we area 
good proposition for potential sponsors. 

I don't think regionalisation is any closer at the mo- 
ment, but it will be one of the things discussed by the 
Council of Clubs on September 5, 

We'll also have to decide whether summer soccer 
may be premature in the light of the extra $20,000 cost 
each club may have to carry next year. 

Meanwhile, we'll all have to tighten our belts a bit 
— perhaps cut back on the excessive amounts we pay 
our players. But the money is there. Let’s face it, 
clubs don't hesitate when they want a $20,000 player. 


PETER THORNE 


(Secretary, Blacktown City): We're disappointed at 
Philips Industries’ withdrawal because the company 
has been good for the league and for soccer in Austra- 
lia. But Blacktown was here before Philips and we'll 
Still be here after the next sponsor because this club 
intends playing at the highest level in the land at all 
times. 

I've gone on record as saying that the ASF market- 
ing document released recently was excellently 
handled and well presented. However it looked at only 
one side of the coin. My club has comissioned its own 
research with the help of a local radio station. We 
want to get the response to many things — changing to 
summer, regionalisation and the like — from people 
who don’t accept soccer. We want to know what the 
non soccer follower thinks. The marketing document 
was researched at grounds. It only looks at what the 
converted think. 

Blacktown is a developing club. Anyone making a 
capital investment, through a sponsorship deal like 
ours or other avenues, looks to get a return from that 
investment. The current 12 month period of a club’s 
immediate future in the league isn’t long enough to 
make sure that the investor gets sufficient time to 
glean a return.

(President, Wollongong City): Our reaction is one 
of alarm. We have been faced by tremendous ex- 
penses in our initial year. In addition to paying our 
$10,000 affiliation fee to the league, we had to find an- 
other $5000 for the youth league. But it would be a 
retrogade step to disband the league. In the interests 
of soccer we have to find an answer. 

We have a budget of about $300,000 and we’re run- 
ning at a deficit. Next year, the extra $20,000 could 
add to that deficit. The bigger clubs are not as Se- 
riously affected, of course. All they have to do is buy 
one less player. 

Regionalisation could be an alternative for the lea- 
gue. it would cut costs, and would increase overall 
involvement in the competition. The two regional 
leagues could be fleshed out by the most suitable clubs 
available — Croatia, St. George and the like 

Regionalisation would also result in promotion 
throughout the ranks to replace vacancies left by 
clubs going into the national competition. This would 
help upgrade the game throughout. : 

We were hoping to climb out of our financial trough 
next year, but as it stands, with this added $20,000 ex- 
pense, we have dug the trough deeper. 

I am confident however, that the community of 
Wollongong will stay behind the club and help us over- 
come the problems. They rallied wonderfully in rais- 
ing $16,000 when we bought Arno Bertogna from New- 
castle, for example. 


GUIDO CANALE 


(Secretary, Brisbane City): Well obviously every 
club will be affected by Philips’ withdrawal but it’s 
not the end of the world. we will survive even with the 
added financial strain upon us. 

I haven't given regionalisation much thought be- 
cause I don't know to what extent it will, if at all, be 
adopted. Right now our thoughts lie with the proposal 
to change to the summer seasor 

Brisbane City’s board of directors have taken a 
week off to think about the move to summer. We'll be 
meeting this week to vote on the proposal. 

Personally I’m prepared to give it a go provided 
that promotion and relegation is shelved for a few 
years.

‘‘How to get into a 
mess without really 
trying’’ — that un- 
fortunately is the sad 
and sorry tale of top 
club soccer in 
Australia. 


On top of all this summer 
soccer controversy comes the 
news that Philips have with- 
drawn their sponsorship for 
the PSL next season. 

And what a time for this to 
come — three weeks before 
the end of the season and four 
weeks before the start of the 
World Youth Championships. 


Surely there must have been, 


signs of warnings that Philips 
were not going to come in with 
sponsorship before this. 

Surely the Philips company 
would have given warning or 
would have given a decision if 
pressed before this — a time 
that leaves little room for 
planning for next year 

Let's look at some facts — 
the marketing company’s 
recommendation that the 
season be switched to summer 
came two weeks ago. 

Then, with the clubs torn 
apart over this issue, came the 
news that Philips had with- 
drawn its support. 

With the news of this with- 
drawal came the declaration 
from the PSL management 
committee that the marketing 
company — which had been 
negotiating with Philips by the 
way — would now negotiate 
for new sponsors. 

In the meantime the clubs 
will have to vote on the 
summer soccer issue on Sep- 
tember 5. 

For me the timing and the 
series of events are just too 
coincidental. 

The marketing company 
which is going full steam 
ahead to promote summer 
soccer now holds the upper 
hand. 
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Clubs are 
going to 
the wall 


When it goes to sponsors it 
can push the summer soccer 
deal. 

Not of course am I sugges- 
ting it will, but it could and the 
clubs will then have two 
choices — take a sponsor and 
play summer soccer or play in 
the winter without a sponsor. 

I have said many times 
before and I will say it again: I 
just do not like the position of 
power this marketing .com- 
pany seems to have. 


It has been hired to market 
and promote the game — not 
to make decisions of import- 
ance that could make or break 
the game at top club level. 


Since the announcment of 
the withdrawal of sponsorship 
there have been some incred- 
ible statements both from 
marketing officials and some 
club officials. 

Two club officials even went 
so far as to say it could be a 
blessing in disguise to lose the 
sponsorship. 

Also, that the future of the 
PSL was now clear and bright. 

A marketing official de- 
clared on radio that the ‘‘ama- 
teur officials’’ of the PSL 
could come up with the money 
required — around $20,000 to 
pay for the airfares. ‘‘They 
always have been able to get 
money in the past. They should 
be able to dg it now,”’ this jolly 
fellow declared. 

Then he probably. went back 
to his air conditioned and luxu- 
riously furnished office at 
North Sydney to conjure up 
some more castles in the air.

Meanwhile, some PSL clubs 
are already paying out nearly 
half a million dollars a year 
each to play in the PSL and are 
struggling to exist and for 
many of them $20,000 will be 
the last straw. 

The fact is that there area 
number of PSE clubs on their 
uppers and almost barefoot, 

A number of PSL subscrip- 
tions to the ASF ($10,000 each) 
are outstanding. AS are alr- 
fares for supporters — placed 
on club accounts. 

Some clubs have difficulties 
with hotel bills on away trips 
and another has to pay cash on 
delivery to have beer in its 
social] club. 

To put these struggling 
clubs under more pressure and 
monetary obligation is just ri- 
diculous. 

Some of these struggling 
clubs want summer soccer and 
say they have nothing to lose 
by going summer. 

That of course is correct — 
they have nothing to lose — 
they’re completely broke, but 
surely it would be catastrophic 
to take well run and financially 
sound clubs to the wall with 
them. 

The answer to this mess of 
course is too easy for our ad- 
ministrators. 

The answer is — State Super 
Leagues — played in the win- 
ter, with top four play-offs ona 
national scale at the end of the 
season. And the Philips Cup 
run along the lines of the FA 
Cup with everybody in the hat 
and the draw fair dinkum. 

But because of politics, 
petty jealousy and personal 
interests this will never take 
place despite it being the solu- 
tion, and it’s sad. 

One major fact in the whole 
issue that must be faced Is that 
to spend over $300,00°a year on 
air fares is plain stupidity. 

The only factor that gets any 
good out of this is TAA.

Since March 1980, 99 countries 
have competed in a series of eli- 
mination matches throughout the 
world to earn the right to come to 
Australia and play in the final quali- 
fying matches for the FIFA World 
Youth Championship for the Coca- 
Cola Cup. 

Who will be 
champions in 1981? 


Russia won the inaugural tournament held 
in Tunis in 1977 by beating Mexico 2-2 (9-8 
in penalties). 

Argentina were the new young champions, 
beating Russia 3-1 in Tokyo, Japan, August 
1979. 

Let me go back to a warm May afternoon in 
Leipzig, Democratic Republic of Germany, 
last year. 

The first ball was kicked in a soccer series 
that would spread to every continent on 
earth. The cream of Europe’s young foot- 
ballers were lined up for their annual inter- 
national tournament, but there was an extra 
surge of excitement in the air, for the 16 coun- 
tries were battling not only for the prized title 
of European champions, but also for a pass- 
port to the FIFA World Youth Championship 
for the Coca-Cola Cup. 

There was room for six European teams in 
the final 16, and a trip to Australia was a 
once-in-a-lifetime opportunity. 

Italy, Poland and Holland were in a hurry 
to book their flights. Two straight wins each 
in the opening games virtually guaranteed 
them a place in the top four. 

But, in the remaining group, the pressure 
was on England, who had dropped a point to 
Portugal and faced a crucial decider with Yu- 
goslavia. 

This was the moment chosen by MacKen- 
zie, who had scored only twice all season for 
his club, Manchester City, to rediscover the 
route to the goal. MacKenzie scored twice to 
hoist England into the semi-finals and their 
first appearance in the Coca-Cola Cup. 

The English squad, just announced, in- 
cludes Paul Allen (West Ham), Paul Walsh 
(Charlton Athletic), Terry Conner (Leeds), 
Shaun Brooks, (Crystal Palace), and Ton 
Caton (Manchester City). 


SPAIN GETS THERE 


Elsewhere the drama was centred on 
which two teams would finish fifth and sixth 
and the odds were that goal difference would 
prove decisive. 

That's why Spanish midfield star Roberto 
wore such a wide grin after his team’s 2-0 win 
over Hungary. 

With Spain, Portugal and Rumania all 
equal on four points, it was Roberto’s goal 
that nudged Spain into fifth place. 

The tension was even more punishing for 
Rumania and Portugal, who had scored three 
goals and conceded two each. For they had to 
wait several weeks before the Gods smiled on 
Rumania in a drawing of lots. 

For West Germany, the European tourna- 
ment had been a massive disappointment. 
They had scored eight times in two games, 
the excellent Thiele grabbing four of them, 
and needed only a draw with Rumania to 
qualify. 

A shock 1-0 defeat sent them home shatte- 
red. But there was to be a late reprieve when 
they were nominated to replace Holland, who 
withdrew from the Coca-Cola Cup for admin- 
istrative reasons. 

Germany, coached by Dietrich Weise, suf- 
fered big disappointments in 1980. After two 
drawn games against France, Weise 
cancelled further international matches and 
reviewed his squad. 

An international indoor tournament in 
Moscow brought about a change. In the space 
of 10 days, the new faces on the youth team 
went undefeated, beating Spain, USSR II, 
Bulgaria, USSR I, and Moscow. 

Weise wants to revive creative soccer. He 
doesn’t want his young team to be forced into 
strictly tactical play. In youth soccer, tactics 
and condition should not have priority. The

ball, and technical skills, should stand in the 
centre. : 

Undoubtedly, this emphasis on technical 
skills will come into play during the World 
Youth Championship for the Coca-Cola Cup. 

As current European youth champions, the 
German team will be a strong contender for 
the Cup. Captain is Holger Anthes of F.S.V. 
Frankfurt. 

The Coca-Cola Cup caravan rolled on to the 
United States in August, when Los Angeles, 
Dallas, St. Louis, Princeton N.J. and Wash- 
ington D.C. hosted the Concacaf Youth 
Championships. ‘ 

Here, enthusiasm for the Coca-Cola Cup 
was a major element in raising the number of 
entrants to a record 19 countries from the 
North, Central America and Caribbean area. 

Here, too, competition for a passage to 
Australia was so much more intense, with 
‘only two places reserved. 

Mexico, traditional winners of the Con- 
cacaf title, had every right to be confident of 
filling one of them. 

After all, they had excelled in the first-ever 
Coca-Cola Cup final in Tunisia in 1977, losing 
to the USSR only on penalties after a 2-2 
draw. 

But this time they were given an almighty 
fright by Canada in a semi-final held in Los 
Angeles. 


MEXICO IN THE RAIN 


A torrential downpour flooded the pitch 
after a first half in which Woodsford had 
given Canada an early lead, only to see it 
equalised by a penalty from Coss. 

Then the rains came to reduce the match to 
a lottery. 

Players on both sides could barely stand up 
and anything could happen. 


But Mexico, who had beaten Guatemala 2-0 
in the quarter-finals, found their nerve equal 
to the dramatic challenge of a penalty shoot- 
out. 

Goalkeeper Miranda, who had conceded 
just two goals in his six previous games, was 
the Mexican hero as they edged into the final 
on a 4-3 score. 

The Mexicans had qualified and recently 
beat Argentina 2-1 in the final of the Have- 
lange Tournament. 

And Coach Alfonso Portugal hasn't a worry 
in the world. 

Yet if that semi-final caused a few missed 
heart-beats, how about the performance of 
the United States before their own imploring 
fans in Washington D.C.? 

The United States were the only team to 
have won all their games over Barbados (5- 
0}, the Netherland Antilles (3-0), E! Salvador 
(2-0), Antigua (3-1) and, in the quarter finals, 
Bermuda (2-1).

Now, after extra time of their semi final 
with Honduras, who had reached this stage 
with a crushing 8-1 win over the Netherland 
Antilles, the score stood at 1-] at full time. 

The crowd was spellbound as the first 
series of five penalty kicks each failed to pro- 
duce a winner, the United States’nosing ahead 
in the second series on an astonishing 9-8 
scoreline. 

It brought a satisfied, if painful, smile to 
the face of American midfield man Stoll- 
meyer, who had a couple of teeth knocked out 
and a few more loosened. 

Mexico beat the United States 2-0 in the 
final played before the New York Cosmos. 

The USA team is coached by Walt 
Chyzowych, who retires after the 
championship. Walt wants to go out on a win- 
ning note. If not, he wants to take some tall 
poppies with him: like Poland; like Uruguay; 
or will he settle for Qatar? 

US team captain Bill McKeon says “These 
are the best players in the world for their age, 
and it’s an honour to be in the same tourna- 
ment. But we’re not in awe of anybody. We’re 
proud of what we’ve done, but we still have a 
long way to go. We see this as an opportunity 
to prove to the world that the US is turning 
out some good soccer players and that we are 
going to be a force to be reckoned with.” 

McKeon plays defence, and was selected in 
the US Olympic team. 

The USA can attack. Fifteen goals in one 
tournament isn’t too bad. One of the top stri- 
kers is Tom Kain. 

In defence they are stingy and big. Look at 
defender Jay Ainslie. And goalkeeper Craig 
Scarpelli. 

In Africa, two teams were to qualify. Ex- 
actly one week later in the West African 
country of Cameroon, the fledgling African 
Youth Tournament got underway. 

It had been born only the year before, and 
its creation followed a decision by FIFA, the 
world’s governing body of soccer, to elevate 
the Coca-Cola cup to the status of an official 
world championship. 

Previously, in 1977 and 1979, it had been 
designated a tournament, and the change of 
definition was not mere whim of terminology. 

It meant that, for the first time, every one 
of the finalists — barring the hosts — would 
be obliged to qualify through their own conti- 
nental youth tournament. Thus, the African 
event was organised on a home-and-away 
knock-out cup basis. 

Cameroon, home of Africa’s most titled 
club, Canon De Yaounde, is a country of pow- 
erful soccer passions bred on such success. 

Its young hopefuls did not let it down, beat- 
ing Togo 3-0 and 2-1 and removing Equatorial 
Guinea on a 3-1 aggregate to reach the semi 
finals. Cameroon is led by Macky, an out- 
standing match maker. 














u 





Another key man for the Cameroon team is 
Olle Olle, the top goalkeeper in Cameroon. 
Six foot five in the shade. 

Egypt, the first African country ever to 
take part in the World Cup back in 1934, ar- 
rived at the same stage with a 3-1 aggregate 
win over Zimbabwe. ~ 

They were to meet Algeria, who had 
created such a stir at the Coca-Cola Cup in 
Japan in 1979 by holding Mexico and beating 
Spain to reach the quarter finals. 

Algeria, though, were unhappy at playing 
in Egypt and requested a tie on neutral territ- 
ory, fearing security risks. 

When the request was turned down, Algeria 
withdrew. 

Egypt had the chance to prove their worth 
in the final with Cameroon, conquerors of 
Nigeria, and they seized it eagerly, drawing 
1-1 in the away leg and becoming African 
champions with a 2-0 win before their own 
fans in Cairo. 

The team captain is Taher Abo Zeid. 

The Asian qualifying tournament was 
played in Bangkok. ll 

Two teams, Qatar and Bangladesh, quali- 
fied from West Asia; and Japan, Thailand 
and Korea qualified from East Asia. 

The Koreans dominated the tournament. 

They even beat Qatar 41 under the brilliant 
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And players like Sultan Juman, a brilliant de- 
fender, are typical of the middle east players 
— tall, fast and skilful. 

And now the exciting South American 
teams: Uruguay — winners of the noisiest, 
most colorful and most trumpeted spectacle 
of all the Coca-Cola Cup qualifying events. 

Yet for two games, Uruguay, semi finalists 
in the Coca-Cola Cups of 1977 and 1979, were 
faced with the unthinkable . . . failure to qual- 
ify. A lousy opening 1-1 draw with Bolivia was 
followed by a 2-1 defeat at the hands of Para- 


guay. 

But a battling 2-1 win over their Equador 
hosts allowed their technique to flower in a 
resounding 4-1 defeat of Colombia to finish 
group leaders. Coached by Raul Bentancor, 
Uruguay will play football as only they know 
how: exciting, attacking, and skilful. 

Watch for young stars like Villazan, the 
midfielder from the World Club champion 
team, Nacional. 

And the scoring talents of Enzo Frances- 
coli (do we have another Maradona?) 
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7 ohn? Little cue Preston mid- 


fielder. 


Brazil, coached by Tele Santana, will be a 
force. Any team which can beat Argentina 4-0 
must be a top contender. Brazil will have 
three key players: Lela, inside right: Quono- 
to, right back; and top striker, Pedro Ver- 
quay. 

Argentina, the Coca-Cola Cup holders, 
loved by all around the world despite their 
poor qualifying record, are favorites to retain 
the Coca-Cola Cup. The Argentina team! The 
exciting Argentina team! 

Australia: Can the Australian youth team 
upset the defending champions in the opening 
match at Sydney? 

Australian coach, Les Scheinflug, realises 
what his youth team faces. They are the best 
youth players in Australia, and are positive in 
their attitude to the championship. What 
prizes to have . . . the scalps of Argentina and 
England in the opening rounds! 

The Australian team has experienced 
players who will carry the hopes of Australia 
on their broad shoulders. 

Ian Hunter . . . veteran of the 1979 Coca- 
Cola Cup qualifying matches. A speedy cour- 
ageous front runner with a preference for the 


~ right wing. Now with the Marconi Club and 


formerly with Blacktown City, he had a set- 
back when he broke his leg earlier this year 
but now seems to have recovered fully. 


BLAIR BEST BACK 


Peter Raskopolous . . . a strong and force- 
ful midfielder who plays for the Sydney 
Olympic Club. Born in Greece, he came here 
with his parents at the age of two. He will be 
used as a playmaker in the Australian set-up. 

Paul Kay... . a midfield player who's small 
in size but big in stature. Started his career 
with St. George in Sydney but this year 
moved to his local PSL club Wollongong. A 
player who has a very high workrate and a 
fierce competitor. 

Steve Blair . . . rated the best centre back 
in Australia and a member of the full national 
team. A former captain of the Australian 
schools team before joining his present club 
South Melbourne Hellas. 

Jim Patikas . . . of Sydney City, who still 
will be eligible for the Coca-Cola Cup in 1983.
